Very  Rev.  Michael  P.  Walsh,  S.J.,  President  of 
Boston  College  has  announced  the  appointment  of  two 
members  of  the  faculty  to  the  rank  of  Professor. 

The  new  professors  are  MARIE  S.  ANDREWS  of 
Watertown  from  the  School  of  Nursing  and  J.  ED- 
WARD COLLINS  of  Brighton  from  the  Law  School. 

Mrs.  Andrews  has  been  a  member  of  the  Boston 
College  faculty  since  1948  and  is  a  nationally  recog- 
nized expert  in  rehabilitation  nursing,  having  served 
on  numerous  national,  regional  and  local  advisory 
boards  concerned  with  health  and  welfare. 

She    was    a    National    Chairman    for    the    Nursing 
Advisory  Committee  for  the   National    Foundation  for 

Infantile  Paralysis;  a  past  President,  District  5  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Nurses 
Association  and  the  author  of  numerous  articles  on  rehabilitation   nursing. 

At  present  Mrs.  Andrews  is  Chairman,  Department  of  Nursing  of  the  Boston 
College  Graduate  School  and  President  of  the  Massachusetts  State  Nurses  Asso- 
ciation. 

On  May  22nd,  the  Guild  of  St.  Camillus  will  present  its  1960  Nurses  Award 
to  Mrs.  Andrews  in  recognition  of  her  outstanding  work  in  the  nursing  field. 

Professor  Collins,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Boston  College  and  the  Boston 
College  Law  School,  has  been  a  member  of  the  faculty  since  1957,  having  previ- 
ously taught  at  the  Catholic  University  Law  School. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  American,  Massachusetts  and  International  Bar 
Associations,  the  American  Law  Institute,  the  American  Association  of  University 
Professors  and  holds  the  rank  of  Commander  in  the  Naval  Reserve. 

In  addition  to  the  above  appointments,  Fr.  Walsh  also  announced  the 
following;  appointed  as  Associate  Professors  were:  LEONARD  R.  CASPER  (English), 
WILLIAM  M.  DALY  (History),  WALTER  J.  FIMIAN,  JR.

(Biology),  and  JOHN  J.  WALSH  (Education);  appointed  as  Assistant  Professors 
were:  FLORENCE  T.  BRICKETT  (Nursing),  PHYLLIS  V.  BROMWELL  (Nursing),  AN- 
TONETTE  E.  DiLORETO  (Education  Business),  STUART  B.  MARTIN  (Philosophy), 
and  REV.  RICHARD  W.  ROUSSEAU,  S.J.  (Theology). 

WALTER  G.  LANGLOIS,  Ph.D.,  Assistant  Professor  of  Modern  Languages  has 
been  awarded  a  fellowship  by  the  Ford  Foundation 
for  East  Asian  Studies,  and  will  pursue  further  lan- 
guage research  work  at  Harvard  University  this 
summer. 

Winners  of  Faculty  Fellowship  Awards  for  1960- 
61  are  Associate  Professor  JOHN  R.  BETTS  of  the 
History  Department  for  research  on  the  life  and  times 
of  P.  T.  Barnum;  Professor  MAURICE  J.  QUINLAN,  JR. 
of  the  English  Department  for  a  study  on  the  religion 
of  Samuel  Johnson;  Associate  Professor  M.  KAMIL 
DZIEWANOWSKI  of  the  History  Department  for  re- 
search covering  intergration  in  East  Europe  and  Pro- 
fessor ANDRE  J.  DeBETHUNE  of  the  Chemistry  De- 
partment for  research  in  Thermodynamics.  Professor 
DeBethune  has  also  recently  been  awarded  a  Gug- 
genheim Fellowship  in  Chemistry  and  will  continue  his  research  work  at  Yale 
University  and  Cambridge  University,  England. 

Four  members  of  the  Class  of  1960  were  among  recent  recipients  of  national 
honors:  named  as  Woodrow  Wilson  Fellows  were:  JOSEPH  L.  TRIBBLE  of  Maiden 
who  is  also  a  Scholar  of  the  College;  EDMUND  C.  TOOMEY  of  South  Boston  and 
JAMES  A.  W.  HEFFERNAN  of  Milton.  These  fellowships  are  awarded  for  graduate 
studies    designed    for   future   college    teachers,    an    area    in    which    we    face    a 
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critical  problem  with  today's  educational  growth.  The  fourth  member  of  the 
Class  of  1960,  THOMAS  BIRMINGHAM  of  Milford  has  been  awarded  a  National 
Science  Foundation  Fellowship,  and  he  will  further  his  studies  at  Harvard  Uni- 
versity, majoring  in  Nuclear  Physics. 

Speaking  before  more  than  1,400  Alumni  on  Laetare  Sunday,  MSGR. 
JOSEPH  E.  SCHIEDER,  Director  of  the  Youth  Department  of  the  National  Catholic 
Welfare  Conference,  stated  that  the  responsibility  for 
the  moral  training  of  the  young  boys  of  the  nation 
rests  squarely  upon  the  shoulders  of  their  fathers.  He 
urged  the  fathers  present  and  all  future  fathers  never 
to  close  the  door  of  communication  between  father 
and  son,  and  to  answer  their  son's  questions  on  life 
truthfully  and  honestly.  Chairman  WALTER  SULLIVAN 
and  Toastmaster  DANIEL  HOLLAND  of  the  Class  of 
1935  did  an  excellent  job  and  have  received  nothing

REV.  STANLEY  J.  BEZUSZKA,  S.J.  Chairman  of  the  Cardinal  Cushing 

Mathematics  Department  announced  that  the  college 

had  received  a  $15,400  grant  from  the  National  Science  Foundation  for  an  in- 
service  institute  for  high  school  teachers  of  mathematics.  Fr.  Bezuszka  announced 
that  this  award  will  cover  fifty  teachers,  who  will  be  instructed  in  the  modern 
concepts  of  math  at  Saturday  sessions  from  September  1960  through  June  1961. 

Beginning  in  September  1960,  the  School  of  Education  will  establish  a 
special  course  for  "exceptional  children."  These  classes  have  been  planned  as 
an  important  part  of  the  education  and  research  for  teachers  in  this  field  and 
will  be  conducted  in  half  day  sessions  in  Campion  Hall.  The  children  must  be 
between  the  ages  of  six  to  eleven,  trainable  and  educable,  and  sufficiently  devel- 
oped both  mentally  and  socially  to  profit  from  the  training  offered.  Parents  must 
provide  transportation.  Further  information  may  be  obtained  by  contacting 
DR.  KATHERINE  COTTER  at  the  School  of  Education. 

Under  the  guidance  of  REV.  CHARLES  F.  DONOVAN,  S.J.,  Dean  of  the  School 
of  Education,  the  Boston  College  Summer  School  will  host  upwards  of  2,000 
students  in  various  courses,  institutes  and  workshops  during  the  summer  sessions 
beginning  June  27th.  The  courses  will  cover  such  diverse  subjects  as  Psychological 
Testing,  Industrial  Spectography,  training  for  teaching  in  Mental  Retardation, 
Pre-College  Reading  and  Elementary  Education.  Specific  information  on  these  and 
other  courses  offered   may   be  obtained   by  writing   the  School   of   Education. 

On  April  25th,  the  new  School  of  Nursing  Building,  Cardinal  Cushing  Hall, 
was  formally  opened  for  classes.  This  beautiful  new  structure,  the  gift  of 
RICHARD  CARDINAL  CUSHING  of  the  Class  of  1917,  will  have  the  most  modern 

classrooms,  diet  kitchens  and  laboratories  available 
for  the  complete  training  of  future  nurses.  All  Alumni 
are  extended  a  cordial  invitation  to  inspect  this  newest 
campus  building  at  their  earliest  convenience. 

On  Saturday,  May  7th,  at  the  Sheraton  Plaza 
Hotel,  REV.  TERENCE  L.  CONNOLLY,  S.J.  was  presented 
the  Eire  Society's  Gold  Medal  Award  for  1960.  Fr.  Con- 
nolly is  considered  one  of  the  foremost  authorities  on 
Irish  Literature  and  History,  and  is  the  Librarian  for 
Special  Collections  at  Boston  College. 

The  geographical  distribution  of  students  of  both 
undergraduate  and  graduate  levels  now  studying  at 
Boston  College,  who  come  from  outside  the  United 
States,  has  now  reached  a  high  of  twenty-eight  coun- 
tries represented.  Japan  and  Canada  lead  the  list  with  seven  students  each  from 
these  countries,  closely  followed  by  Jamaica,  B.W.I.,  with  five  students,  Puerto 
Rico  with  four.  Then  ranging  all  the  way  from  Argentina  to  Vietnam.

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THE  PROBLEM 

"I've  just  finished  paying  Boston 
College  four  years  tuition — why  give 
them  any  more  money." 

"Haven't  they  made  enough  on  us 
during  four  years."  "Sure,  I  love  B.C. 
but  I  don't  owe  them  anything."  "Yes, 
I  want  B.C.  to  be  the  best,  but  all  they 
have  to  do  is  take  in  more  students — 
They  make  a  profit  on  each,  and  this 
will  give  them  more  money  for  devel- 
opment" .  .  .  These  were  typical  re- 
plies when  a  small  group  of  Seniors 
met  last  fall  to  consider  the  question 
of,  "What  could  the  Class  of  1960 
leave  to  their  college  for  a  gift  upon 
graduation?" 


Seniors  show  the 

WAY  WITH  $75,00000 


The  Committee  was  thoroughly  con- 
fused and  puzzled.  If  this  be  true,  then 
it  must  be  typical  of  all  private  col- 
leges and  universities.  Then,  why  do 
alumni  give  to  their  college?  —  What 
is  the  reason  for  certain  corporations 
matching  the  gifts  that  employees  give 
to  colleges  ?  —  Why  do  corporations  set 
up  foundation  giving?  —  How  can  col- 
leges appeal  to  parents  of  students  to 
give?  All  most  confusing  to  say  the 
least. 

Education  has  been  defined  as  "the 
pursuit  of  truth"  and  these  Seniors 
wanted  some  answers.  Alumni  Associa- 
tion President,  Joseph  McKenney,  '27, 
John  Griffin,  '35,  Alumni  Fund  Chair- 
man, and  Walter  G.  Boudreau,  '43, 
Alumni  Association  Executive  Secre- 
tary met  with  this  Committee  of 
Seniors  at  Alumni  Hall,  and  were  con- 
fronted with  all  these  questions.  Ob- 
viously, the  wisest  approach  was  a  full 
explanation  of  the  financial  theory  of 
private  education,  in  other  words, 
"Why  is  Alumni  Giving  Necessary?" 


THE  FACTS 

Of  the  total  cost  of  expenses  of  pri- 
vate colleges  and  universities,  approx- 
imately 60%  is  met  by  the  tuition 
payments.  The  other  40%  is  met  by 
various  gifts  from  Alumni,  Businesses, 
Foundations,  Grants,  and  friends.  The 
latter  four  sources  of  gifts,  are,  how- 
ever based  on  the  amount  and/or  per- 
centage of  those  Alumni  who  give. 

Generous  Alumni  giving  or  a  high 
percentage  of  Alumni  giving  will  insure 
large  and  frequent  contributions  from 
other  gift  sources.  To  this  explanation, 
a  Senior  Committeeman's  retort  is  — 
"Well  then,  the  solution  is  simple- — ■ 
raise  tuition  to  cover  the  operating  ex- 
penses." 

All  right,  let's  do  just  that  and  see 
what  we  come  up  with.  The  tuition  at 
Boston  College  would  then  become  ap- 
proximately $1,500.00  per  year,  Har- 
vard and  M.I.T.  about  $2,500.00  to 
$3,000,  Boston  University  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  $2,000,  and  Tufts  and  Brandeis 
between  $2,000  and  $2,500.  The  ob- 
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vious  conclusion: — higher  education  is 
for  the  wealthy  only.  (This  doesn't 
even  consider  the  necessity  of  expan- 
sion of  a  great  demand  for  higher 
education.)  But  then  again,  with  higher 
education  for  only  those  who  can  af- 
ford these  high  tuitions,  there  would  be 
little  demand  for  expansion  as  fewer 
could  afford  this  higher  education.  Ai>d 
what  would  that  mean  in  our  struggle 
for  survival  against  the  suppressed 
world  ? 

THE  ANSWERS 

The  Senior  Committeeman  spoke 
again  —  "Well,  that  won't  work,  but 
before  we  go  on,  those  tuitions  you 
quoted  are  a  revelation.  Why  are 
B.C.'s  tuitions  so  much  lower  than  the 
other  schools  named?" 

This  is  primarily  due  to  the  con- 
tributions of  135  Jesuits  (the  largest 
such  community  in  the  world).  These 
followers  of  Loyola  give  to  you  the 
difference  of  our  tuition  and  the  other 
schools. 


While  on  this  subject,  it  is  certainly 
worth  mentioning  the  contribution  of 
the  Lay  Faculty  to  higher  education. 
Much  has  been  said  and  written  about 
the  contribution  of  Faculty  members 
to  higher  education.  The  conclusions  of 
most  writers  on  this  subject  and  com- 
mittees who  have  studied  this  matter 
is  —  Faculty  members  contribute  the 
difference  of  the  salary  they  should  re- 
ceive and  what  they  actually  receive. 
This  is  estimated  to  be  #3,500.00  per 
year  by  each  teacher. 

Many  hours  were  consumed  at  this 
meeting  and  this  subject  pursued  in 
many  directions.  However,  the  core  of 
the  discussion,  in  attempting  to  be 
brief,  is  stated  above. 

After  these  many  hours,  this  Senior 
Committee  had  the  answers  to  their 
many  perplexing  questions  but  then 
came  the  big  step  —  "What  can  we  do 
to  help?" 

THE  PROGRAM 

A  program  for  them  to  consider  was 
set  forth  —  As  you  are  considering  this 
Class  Gift  and  the  Hundreth  Anniver- 
sary of  Boston  College  which  will  be 
celebrated  three  years  after  your  grad- 
uation, why  not  have  your  class  pledge 
#100,000  for  the  100th  year.  After  a 
few  moments  of  head  shaking,  gasping 
for  breath,  and  a  blank  expression,  a 
Senior  was  heard  to  utter,  "How  can 
we  accomplish  this?" 

This  year  Boston  College  will  award 
over  1,000  Bachelor  degrees.  If  each 
Senior  pledges  #100  apiece,  contribut- 
ing #10.00  this  year,  #20.00  next, 
#30.00  the  third  year,  and  #40.00  dur- 
ing the  Hundredth  year,  1963,  —  the 
amount  of  #100,000  will  be  reached. 


After  some  reflection  and  discussion, 
the  conclusion  was,  "We  would  cer- 
tainly be  happy  to  pledge  #100  each 
because  we  have  been  privileged  to  be 
a  part  of  this  discussion  but  how  can 
other  Seniors  be  sold?"  The  answer — 
As  we  have  been  three  voices  attempt- 
ing to  cry  in  the  wilderness,  then  you 
20  or  25  Seniors  must  do  likewise. 
Build  a  team  that  will  go  among  your 
classmates  and  "spread  the  word." 


THE  WORK 

And  so  it  was  begun.  Many  meetings 
were  held,  a  Chairman  and  Treasurer 
appointed,  various  committees  formed, 
publicity  was  issued,  pamphlets,  bro- 
chures, letters,  envelopes  addressed, 
pledge  cards  designed  and  printed,  and 
more  meetings  were  held.  Enthusiasm 
grew  with  each  meeting.  From  the  ori- 
ginal meeting,  this  Committee  took  up 
the  program,  and,  by  their  own  in- 
genuity, efforts,  talents  and  drive  or- 
ganized a  complete  and  effective  cam- 
paign. 

Sub-Committees  were  formed  and 
"schooled."  When  completed,  an  or- 
ganization of  176  Agents  was  enlisted, 
thoroughly  educated  as  to  the  mission, 
and  willingly  accepted  the  task  of  sell- 
ing no  more  than  ten  classmates. 

On  March  25,  1960,  His  Eminence 
Richard  Cardinal  Cushing,  happily  ac-

cepted  the  invitation  to  kick-off  this 
unprecedented  type  of  campaign.  His 
advice  to  "think  big"  is  certainly  a  by- 
word of  the  Class  of  1960.  They  are 
not  only  thinking  big,  but  acting  big. 

THE  RESULTS 

From  this  Kick-off  the  team  went 
to  work.  The  reaction  was  explosive. 
Most  of  the  team  signed  their  pledges 
immediately.  One  member  who  had  set 
aside  #100  —  for  his  Easter  vacation 
paid  #100.00  in  cash,  and  pledged  an 
additional  #100.00.  A  group  of  students 
of  the  School  of  Nursing  had  been  in- 
advertently overlooked.  Almost  all 
have  signed  their  pledges.  All  wanted 
to  be  a  part.  The  Committee  wanted  to 
include  the  Evening  School  —  but  how 
to  contact  and  organize  them.  Before 
the  problem  could  be  solved,  members 
of  the  Evening  School  came  forth  to 
offer  their  help. 

The  Class  is  rapidly  approaching  its 
goal.  Come  June,  the  Class  of  1960 
will  have  succeeded  in  a  program,  that, 
to  our  knowledge,  has  never  been  ac- 
complish in  any  other  College  or  Uni- 
versity in  the  country.  Thank  you, 
Class  of  1960,  for  showing  us  the  way.

Track 

Bill  Gilligan's  track  team,  a  giant  in 
heart  and  spirit  but  hardly  overladen 
with  record-breakers,  has  continued  to 
strike  at  opponents  whose  forces  are 
near  overwhelming. 

Back  in  December  the  Eagle  run- 
ners and  weightmen  trounced  MIT  in 
the  Rockwell  Cage,  swept  the  annual 
"Y"  meet  at  the  Huntington  Avenue 
YMCA,  sprinted  past  Bowdoin  and 
the  University  of  Massachusetts  in  de- 
cisive manner. 

Brown  broke  the  spell  in  February, 
but  then  the  Eagles  came  up  with  one 
of  its  finest  efforts.  In  the  first  annual 
Greater  Boston  Collegiate  track  meet, 
held  in  the  Tufts'  cage,  B.C.  emerged 
triumphant  and  a  victory  very  sweet 
to  the  B.C.  runners.  The  Eagles  totaled 
43  points  to  Boston  University's  40. 
Tufts  ran  third  with  36  points. 

This  victory  will  stand  as  the  high- 
point  of  the  year  for  the  B.C.  team. 

Gilligan's  group  continued  with  a 
close,  but  well-deserved  victory  over 
Bowdoin  and  Amherst  in  April  B.C. 
scored  64 }4  points  to  Bowdoin's  63. 
Amherst  was  a  way  back  with  37J4 
points. 

Maine  gave  the  Eagles  a  sound  beat- 
ing —  94-41  —  at  Orono  later  in  April. 
But  the  loss  was  tempered  by  the  in- 
dividual performance  of  Bob  O'Leary, 
B.C.'s  outstanding  distance  runner  and 
academic  scholar.  O'Leary  ran  a  4: 18.8 
mile  to  set  a  meet  record  at  Orono  and 
later  established  another  meet  record 
in  the  two  mile  run  with  an  effort  of 
9:38.5. 


The  Eagles  ran  last  in  a  tri-meet 
with  Boston  University  and  Holy 
Cross  at  White  Stadium  late  in  April. 
Holy  Cross  won  the  meet  with  82 
points,  B.U.  was  second  with  49  while 
B.C.  scored  only  34  points.  Again, 
though,  Bob  O'Leary  came  through  as 
a  double  winner  in  the  mile  and  two 
mile  runs.  His  winning  time  in  the 
mile,  4:18.5,  was  just  one  second  off 
the  meet  record. 

In  the  freshman  competition  at  this 
meet,  B.C.'s  yearlings  scored  a  victory 
with  66^  points  to  H.C.'s  64}4.  B.U.'s 
frosh  totaled  28  points. 

While  a  number  of  others  have  been 
,'oing  well  for  B.C.,  Captain  Eddie 
2uinn  and  Sam  Vincent  are  in  line  for 
special  praise. 

Quinn  has  been  a  consistent  point- 
scorer  in  the  220  and  the  440  while 
Vincent,  who  has  aspirations  to  the 
Iraqui  Olympic  team,  has  come  up 
with  many  points  in  the  hurdles,  broad 
jump  and  high  jump. 

The  track  team  completes  the  sea- 
son's competition  with  several  entries 
in  the  New  Englands  at  MIT  May 
20-21  and  the  IC4A  meet  at  New  York 
May  27-28. 

Baseball 

Eddie  Pellagrini  has  come  up  with 
one  of  the  finest  B.C.  baseball  teams 
seen  at  the  Heights  in  many  a  year. 

Pitching,  speed,  defense  and  batting 
power  combine  to  give  B.C.  its  first  op- 
portunity to  snare  the  Greater  Boston 
championship  since  the  Eagles  won  the 
title  in  1953,  first  league  season. 


Sophomore  Billy  Cunis  of  Ashland 
has  provided  the  big  batting  punch  for 
the  Eagles.  The  powerful  right-handed 
hitter  has  been  hitting  at  a  .400  clip 
and  has  revived  interest  in  the  game 
with  his  long-distant  drives. 

Cunis  has  stroked  three  round  trip- 
pers and  as  many  doubles  for  the 
Eagle.  One  blast,  at  Northeastern, 
soared  over  the  Huskies'  far  left  field 
fence  —  only  the  second  time  this  feat 
has  ever  been  accomplished  at  N.U.'s 
Kent  Street  field.  His  other  two  homers 
sailed  into  the  outer  reaches  of  left 
field  at  the  Heights  —  one  reported  to 
be  the  longest  ever  struck  at  the 
Heights. 

Coach  Pellagrini,  pleased  with  the 
development  and  poise  of  this  team, 
has  a  solid  pitching  staff  that  in- 
cludes veterans  Bob  Niemic  of  Chico- 
pee  and  Bill  Robinson  of  Stratford, 
Conn.  Two  sophomores,  Charlie 
Bunker  of  Dorchester,  and  Gerry 
Greeley  of  Gloucester  complement  the 
staff. 

The  Eagles  started  out  with  suc- 
cessive wins  over  MIT,  Boston  LTni- 
versity  and  Brandeis  before  dropping 
a  3-4  decision  to  Tufts.  The  B.C.  team 
bounded  back  for  consecutive  wins 
over  Colby,  Northeastern,  Harvard 
and  Providence. 

A  most  recent  opponent,  Amherst, 
pounced  on  the  four  B.C.  hurlers  and 
ran  off  with  a  14-5  victory  at  the 
Heights.  It  was  one  of  those  days  when 
everything  went  wrong  and  nothing 
right.  Amherst  chased  Niemic  and 
Robinson  and  had  six  runs  before 
Bunker  called  a  halt.

B.C.  came  right  back  with  five  runs 
in  the  next  inning  but  a  new  Amherst 
pitcher  and  a  sound  defensive  game  by 
the  Lord  Jeffs,  stymied  any  further  ef- 
fort by  the  Eagles. 

Despite  this  loss,  the  Eagles  still 
have  the  opportunity  to  come  back 
and  gain  a  play-off  berth  for  the 
NCAA  tournament.  Holy  Cross,  Maine 
and  Connecticut  are,  in  addition  to 
B.C.,  the  reported  best  in  New  Eng- 
land. This  quartet  could  clash  in  a 
play-off  early  in  June  to  determine  the 
team  that  will  represent  New  Eng- 
land's District  I  at  the  college  world 
series  in  Omaha  next  month. 

Football 

With  the  spring  practice  for  1960 
completed,  Coach  Ernie  Hefferle  is 
now  looking  forward  to  that  first  big 
Fall  date,  when  on  September  17,  here 
at  Alumni  Stadium,  the  high  flying 
Eagles  of  Boston  College  will  meet  the 
mighty  Midshipmen  of  Navy.  Many 
of  our  rabid  Alumni  fans  are  also  mak- 
ing plans  to  attend  many  or  all  of  the 
games,  whether  at  home  or  in  the 
stronghold  of  the  foe.
